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FARMERS’ ELEVATOR 


On Saturday last, June 28th, 
notwithstanding the bad roads, a 
well attended meeting of the 
Gleichen Farmers’ Union was held 
in the Sample Rooms of the Palace 
Hotel to finally close up the allot- 
ment of stock for the building and 
operating the Farmers’ Elevator 


under the Provincial Government | 


Elevator Act. At the opening of 
the meeting it was shown that there 
were plenty of applications in hand 
to take up all the stock offered, but 
unfortunately a number had neg- 
lected to accompany their applica- 
tions with the necessary cash they 
had subscribed for. However, in 
a short time a number came for- 
ward and subscribed suflicient to 
make up the amount, with the 
understanding that those who de- 
layed may have the opportunity of 
securing their shares on application 
to the secretary and obtain all the 
advantages of co-operative buying 
by applying to the secretary. 

It was, however, explained that 
the elevator will be operated in the 
interests of the farmer whether he 
be a shareholder or not. 

After the list of stockholders was 
completed nominations were called 
for by Chairman N. N. Hays for 
five Directors when eight names 
were put forward, and on a ballot 
being taken the following were 
elected: N,N. Hays, W. D. Trego, 
J. C. Buckley, N. W. MeMillan, 
and H. W. 

Nominations were then called for 
three delegates to attend the Central 
Board of the Alberta Farmers’ Co- 
operative Elevator Co., who are 
preparing plans and specifications 
for the scheme. It was originally 
intended to start with twenty, but 
the response was so universal that 
the Central Board were obliged to 
increase their estimate to thirty. 
The delegates elected were: N.N. 
Hayes, W. D. Trego, and J. C. 
Buckley. There was an applica- 
tion for Manager before the meet- 
ing, which was ordered to be filed 
for consideration when the proper 
time arrives. After other routine 
business was disposed of the meet- 
ing adjourned. 


F. E. Kennedy Dies 
Very Suddenly 


The announcement of the death 
of Fred E, Kennedy on Saturday 
evening came as a great shock to all 
who knew him.

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THE BOW VALLEY CALL. 


From Decay 
Wood-rot, in all its forms, is due to 
the action of fungi working under suit- 
able ir and moisture conditions, In 
fence posts these conditions are most 


favorable at or near the surface of the | 
; round and hence it is there that de- 


cay first starts. Some woods, like 
the cedar and tamarack, are more 
resistant 1» fungus attack and may 
last, as fence posts, from eight to 
years, Unfortunately however, 
the supply of these woods has grown 
very scarce and the farmer is faced 
with the alternative of {mporting dur- 
able material at a high price or of ap- 
plying preservatives to the common 
non-durable woods which grow in his 
own wood lot. As the latter alter- 
native {s not only cheaper, but also 
much more effective, it 1s of consider- 
able economic interest to the farmer 
to know how these wood-preserva- 
tives are applied. 

Creosote, a dead oil of coal tar, {s 
perhaps the best preservative for this 
purpose, as it does not dissolve out of 
the treated wood, when in contact 
with molst earth It costs from 
eight to fifteen conts per gallon. 

There are two methods of applying 
the creosote but before elther method 
can be applied it {s necessary to have 
the posts well seasoned if the best re- 
sults are desired. This seasoning is 
best accomplished by peeling the bark 
from the posts and then stacking them 


{in loose piles in the open air for sev- 


eral months, so the amount of water 
in the wood may be reduced to the 
smallest per cent. possible. 

The Brush Method consists in ap- 
plying the creosote like a coat of 
paint to the lower portion of the post, 


lup to a point six inches above the 


ground line, the creosote being first 


|heated to one hundred and eighty de- 


|grees Fahrenheit. Two or more 
coats may be applied time being 4l- 
|lowed between each application for 


the creosote to soak into the wood. 
What is known as the Open Tank 
Method, while more expensive, secures 
deeper penetration and gives better 
results especially when the posts are 
split or checked. The creosote 
heated to boiling point In a metal 


tank and if such {s not available, a) 
}simple and effective apparatus can be 


made by boring two holes, about two 


| feet apart, in the lower half of one of 
\the staves of a water-tight barrel and 


screwing into these holes two pieces 
of iron piping thre. to four feet long 
which are connected by a shorter ver- 
tical pipe with two elbow-Joints, thus 
forming a complete circult somewhat 
resembling the handle of a mug. 
The barrel is then filled with enough 
creosote to cover both upper and low- 
er pipe holes and a fire is Meee un- 
der the lower horizontal ]%,e which 
heats the creosote in the pipes and 
creates a circulation which continues 
until all the creosote with the barrel 
is at boiling-point. The posts are 


then placed in this boiling liquid for} 


about five hours after which they are 
immediately transferred to 
barrel of creosote, or else the fire is 
put out and they are allowed to re- 
main in the tank until the creosote 
becomes thoroughly cooled. 

In this process the 1 reliminary heat- 
ing drives some of the contained air 
out of each wood-pore, and when the 
posts are allowed to cool in the creo- 
sote, a partial vacuum fs then created 
in each pore which draws the creo- 
sote into every fibre. Poplar posts, 
which ordinarily last but three to four 
years, after the above treatment will 


‘last twenty years and the same ap- 


plies to all other tree species in Can- 
ada. All that is essential is thor- 
ough seasoning before treatment. 
Further information can be obtained 
on application to the Forestry Branch, 
Ottawa.

THE HOT WATER BAG. 
How to Mend Holes In This Very Use- 
ful Article. 

It is best not to entirely fill a rubber 
bot water bottle. When partly full 
rest it on something and press the top 
down until the water rises in the neck, 
then screw on the top. ‘Ihis drives 
out the air and kecps the water bot 
longer. A bot water bag will last much 
longer If at first it is well greased 
inside with olive oil or vaseline. 

To mend a rubber bag first Inflate 
with air and then fasten the cork se 
curely. Now take a rubber band, melt 
It over a flame and apply while plastic 
to the torn place. A small bole may 
be covered in this manner. If you 
have a small piece of thin sheet rubber 
heat this also and paste over the gum 
while it Is still hot. Adhesive plaster 
will also mend it neatly. There is also 
a rivet which is used for mending pur- 
poses. It has a flat head on one side, 
and the stem is threaded to secure a 
bur on the opposite side. 

To mend rubber goods which are not 
subject to extreme heat melt gum tis- 
sue in chloroform. Apply one piece 
and when that hardens place a second 
and then a third layer, allowing each 
to dry thoroughly before applying the 
other, This makes a thin patch which 
{s durable. 

Do not throw the wornout hot water 
bag away, but cut it in round or oval

IS IT “LAZY MAN’S WAY?” 


Use of Commercial Fertilizers Discuss-~ 
ed For and Against. 

Mr, Fullerton, who, with bis wife, is 
the “heud and front” of the Long Is- 
land experiment farms, discourses as 
follows on the use, or, rather, abuse, of 
commercial fertilizers. In answer to 
the question, “Aren't you ever going to 
use fertilizer, Mr, Fullerton?’ he sald: 

“Bless your souls, yes. Didn't I use 
fertilizer when 1 plowed that rye un- 
der? Next fall I am going to put on 
about ten tons to the acre of manure 
again, and 1 am going to turn under 
crimson clover, vetch and rye on every 
square foot I can get planted. 

“Then I shall use lime for a sweeten: 
er, for we now can afford the lime a 
little time to work. Next summer when 
I am putting in a second and third 
crop on the same ground I shall prob- 
ably use blood and bone meal. 

“Don't misunderstand me. I think 
chemical fertilizers are bully for old, 
wornout land, but It would be like ‘car- 
tying conls to Newcastle’ to put them 
on virgin soil. 

“The craze for chemical fertilizer has 
gone too far. There are places where 
they have put it on so heavy (with the 
theory that If one ton is good two tons 
will be better) that they have chemical 
laboratories, not farms. All chemical 
fertilizing {s ‘lazy man’s way.’ He 
claims be will not bave weeds, so will 
save cultivation, Weeds are the farm- 
er’s best friends. They force him to 
cultivate, and lack of cultivation is the 
crime of modern farming, If they'll 
pile some old manure on that ground 
how and so liberate through decompo- 
sition the various component parts of 
the chemical fertilizers they will have 
farms again.” 


SMOKING OUT THE BUGS. 


Fumigation a Good Way of Getting Rid 
of Henhouse Pests, 

Fumigation is a means of reaching 
germs and insect life in the air of the 
room and in the cracks and crannies 
of the woodwork, says the American 
Cultivator, The house or rvoin should 
be tightly closed and all fowls exclud- 
ed during fumigation, 

A sitnple method is to burn the sul- 
phur candles now svuld at stures deal- 
ing in poultry supplies. The fumes of 
brimstone may also be produced by 
burning in a metallic basin (such as 
an old iron kettle) a number of rags 
previously soaked in melted sulpbur. 

Sulphur may be mixed with a little 
alcohol or kerosene oil and burned, or 
it may be sprinkled upon live coals 
placed in a chafing dish. The house 
or room should be kept closed for sev- 
eral bours and then opened as thor- 
oughly as possible to allow the wind 
to drive out any remaining trace of 
polsonous gis. 

In fumiguting by burning substances 
be careful not to set tire to the build- 
ing. Remember also that in most 
cases the substances which are used 
are polsonous to human life and to 
fowls. Cuarelessness in their use or in 
leaving them about where chick or 
child can get at them may have dire 
results. 


How to Preserve Eggs, 

Dip fresh eggs, one at a time, in bot 
melted paratlin, enough to cover the 
egg. ‘Take ont immediately with wire 
tongs made for that purpose of baling 
wire, let parattin barden and dip quick- 
ly ngnin, reversing egg. Let cool, 
Wrap each egg separately in waxed or 
paratiin paper, Wrap carefully, so as 
hot to scratch or break the coating. 
Pack cold in tin fruit cans and seal 
with paraffin, which excludes the air, 
Eggs so canned alr tight will keep sev- 
eral months, the parattin having closed 
the pores ip the shell. Keep in a cool

Honey and Junket. 

Honey Gingerbread.—l’ut into a ba- 
sin a cupful of honey and half a cupful 
of butter and melt it before the fire 
Without stirring. Put into an enam- 
eled saucepan with balf a cupful of 
sour milk (not buttermilk), two eggs 
beaten separately and balf a teaspoon- 
ful each of ginger and cinnamon. Mix 
well together till thick, Pour into a 
greased square tin and bake sbarply. 

Honey ‘Trifiee—Hent together balf a 
cupful of milk and half a cupful of 
honey. Cut into cubes two sponge 
cakes and dip into the mixture; then 
pile into a dish. Make a custard with 


two eggs, balf a pint of milk and a 
cuprul of honey. Pour the custard 


over the cikes, decorate with preserved 
fruit as preferred and serve either tiog 
or cold, 

Honey Mousse.—Bent separately the 
yolks of two eggs and mix with a cup 
ful of honey. Heat gently over gas un- 
til the mixture is thick. Do vot boil. 
Let it cool; then stir in the whipped 
Whites of two egew, Add half a pint of 
Whipped cream and mix carefully, Vu 
Into a mold and set on Ice to freeze. 

Honey Wudge.—Boil together a cup- 
ful euch of sugar and milk until {[t 
forms u soft ball if tested in cold 
water, Add n cupful of honey and boil 
until the mixture can be tested us be 
fore. ‘Then add a nut of butter oud a 
tablespoonful of vinegar. Mix all to 
gether and pour into shallow tins te 
cool, 

Quite a variety of appetizing yet most 
nourisbing dishes can be evolved with 
the aid of junket tablets. 

Chocolite Junket.—Dissolve half a 
cupful of sugar ina quart of lukewarm 
milk, Melt two squares of chocolate, 
add half a cupful of warm milk and 
bring to the boil. Remove from the fire 
immediately and add remainder of the 
milk, quarter tenspoonful of vanilla 
aud one dissolved junket tablet. Stic 
well and pour into small fancy cups to 
set. Now take half a cupful of thick 
cream, add a few spoonfuls of sweet- 
ened milk and bent till quite stiff, 
Rent the white of one egy till you can 
cut it and add slowly to the beaten 
cream, Pour the cream mixture over 
the juuket just before serving and dec- 
orate with crystallized cherries, 

Junket With Coffee [Flavor.—Pour 
half a pint of boiling water over two 
ounces of coffee. Take a quart of milk 
sweetened to taste; add the clear boll- 
ing coffee, which should inake it luke- 
warm, Add one junket tablet, stir well 
nud pour into a glass dish. Serve with 
whipped cream on the top. 

Coconuut Junket.—Sometimes a little 
junket is left over and Is usually wast- 
ed. Here is a nice way of using it: 
One cupful of cocoanut, one cupful of 
curd from which the whey bas been 
poured, one cupful of crenm, two yolks 
of eggs and one cupful of sugar, Place 
all in a saucepan on the fire and stir 
till thick; then pour into a buttered ple 
dish and bake slowly for ten minutes.

Fruit Sandwiches. 

Fruit sandwiches are more generally 
used than they used to be and are so 
delicions that they ought to form a 
part of every sandwich repast, They 
sutisfy a natural craving for sweets 
and are more wholesome and more 
easily made thau cakes or candies. 

Dates can be made into many savory 
pastes for sandwich filllug, Make the 
foundation by stoning the dates and 
running them through the meat chop- 
per, ‘To a pound of this paste add the 
juice of an orange and the pulp that

Apparently ‘‘tight money’’ 
ting on the nerves of a number 
of people throughout Canada, and 
some of them are talking of an era 
of hard times and even a panic, 
Those fearful souls ought to find 
some comfort in the following com- 
ment by The Toronto News: 

“Doubtless speculation in town 
lots has been carried to excessive 
lengths in Western as well as in 
Kastern Canada, but no one should 
rush to conclusion that we are go- 
ing to have a repetition of the form- 
er collapse in Toronto and = Winni- 
peg real estate. The basic condi- 
tions have wholly changed. At 
that time the country was ata 
standstill, people were not coming 
in, they were even going out. 
Where there was little increase in 
population there could be no per- 
manent in values or lasting 
prosperity. ‘Today all is changed, 
immigrants are pouring into the 
country in hundreds of thousands, 
in increasing numbers they are giv- 
ing themselves to the development 
of its natural resources, and for 
this reason alone reaction cannot go 
far. 

Many towns are learning to-day 
that community 
great or really prosperous merely 
by real estate speculation, of which

no can become 


there has been too much in East- 
ern Canada, as well as on the 
prairies, No municipality can 


prosper permanently by the sale of 
building lots from one group of 
citizens to another or even to out- 
siders. No place can have steady 
growth or steady development with- 
out manufacturing industries, and 
those communities which have 
producing factories, will most satis- 
factorily pass through the present 
or any future tight money period. 

In short each town must find a 
basis for its permanent growth and 
prosperity in the development of 
local industries.

BIRD MIGRATION 


Some Extraordinary Instances 


Their Travels 


The ornithologists tell us that birds 
are not s0 invariable in their migra- 


of 


‘tory habits as most persons syppose. 


If for instance, the season is warm, 
or their is sufficlent food for them 
{n the north, the birds are late start- 
ing south. 

Nevertheless, the month of October 
{s a sort of starting-point in the re- 
cords of the ornithological societies. 
But {t 1s not infrequently the case 
that birds that migrate in large num- 
bers on October 81st one year, have 
either not arrived or have passed 
south earlier on the corresponding 
date of previous years. 

The Accidental Visitors’ List, kept 
by the London Zoological Society, is 
a record of all birds observed in 
Great Britain 4nd on the British 
coasis that are not Indigenous to the 
British Isles, but have flown thither 
from the Continent. In England, na- 
turalists, ornithologists, lghthouse- 
keepers, masters of vessels, coast- 
guardsmen, farmers, and several 
country gentlemen gladly report 
strange birds which they may _ ob- 
serve, and give the date and circum- 
stances of the observation. An ex- 
amination of ‘The Accidental Visitors 


List reveals many curlous happen- 
ings. 

Birds native to castern Ciberia and 
China, North Africa and the arctic 


regions have thus been observed in 
Great Britain. An extraordinary in 
stance was that of a Canada owl that 
alighted {n an exhausted condition on 
board a vessel off the coast of Corn- 
wall in 1830. The bird was so fatig- 
ued with {ts long flight across the 
Atlantic that {it offered not the slight- 


jest resistance when handled by the 


sailors. A Carolina cuckoo was shot 
{n Wales in lebruary, 1881, by Lord 
Cawdor. In 1831 an American wood- 
duck was killed at Dorking, England, 
In 1872 three specimens of Cassin’'s 
snow-goose, a native of Labrador, were 
seen on the west coast of Ireland. 
The American societies have also a 
record of five individuals of this spec- 
jes shot in Chesapeake Bay in 1871. 
The London Zoological So- 
clety also maintains an accidental vis- 
itor’s list of fishes, as well as of birds, 
and the same thing is done at the 
Woods Hole, Massachusetts. 

These curious wanderers {nto an- 
other continent are doubtless the 
young of some migratory flock. Such 
a flock is led by an old and exper- 
which knows the route 
north and south. Occasional, birds 


| that have never before been over the 


ferial road may get separated from 
the flock. They become bewildered, 
and fly about, quite at a loss until 
they reach land; where that may be 
{s entirely a matter of chance. 

Now and then birds that are not 
strictly migratory gather in enormous 
flocks, and sweep over several hun- 
dred miles of coun.-y, The cause that 


jimpels them to such action fg still a 


mystery. Many years ago Turkey 
and Bulgaria were invaded by enorm- 
ous flocks of the rose-colored pastor. 
These birds proved destructive to 
vine-yards and growing crops, and the 
peasants had to turn out in force and 
kill them by the hundreds. A flock 
of these birds would strip a tree of 
frult in less time than it takes to tell 
of it, and there were public rejoicings 
in places after the vast flocks had 
passed, So little is known of the 


| cause of such migration that the bird 


societies everywhere are constantly 
on the alert to note any wnusual hap- 
penings of this sort.

RUSSIA'S SBTATE RAILWAYS 


Nearly a Milllon Passengers Defraud- 
ed Government In a Year 

The statistical report of the State 
Railways of Russia just 
shows by an amusing array of figures 
that for some people, at least 1i costs 
little indeed to travel by rail in Rus- 
sia. Among the disinissals and pun- 
{shments infilcted in tho course of a 
year, 816 guards and 133 subordinates 
dismissed, and 6,676 guards and 10,- 
473 others fined, are all catalogued as 


tufficient regard for the law, which 
decrees that journoys by railway in 
; Russia shall be paid for. 

But these odd 20,000 punishments 
can scarcely be sald to meet the 
needs of the -:ase, as In the course of 
a year nearly a million passensors de- 
frauded the State Rallways manage- 
ment, The exact number !s 904,118. 
Altogether as much os $560,000 was 
found to be due for fares unpaid. 
Nearly half the money was pald at 
once, a quarter was pald later of free 
will, and for the payment of the rest 
; the authorities were compelled to go 
jto law. 

Naturally most of the guards and 
subordinate employees received slight 
commissions from the passengers 
they helped. Calculating that only 
third, or at the higtl.est estimate a 
half, of the cheap travellers are 
|caught, the effect on the railway bal- 
;ance-sheet must be very considerable.

The Chairman of the Dominion Rall- 
way Board occupies a position second 
only in importance perhaps to that of 
the Premier of Canada. ‘The right 
man in this very important position 
can do much for Canada; what the 
wrong man could do {t is unpleasant 
to contémplate. 

The Board was the cro.tion of the 
Laurier administration; the man they 
selected as its head was the best pos- 
sible man for the position, Mr. 
Rogers generously admitted all this, 
and we believe that he spoke only the 
truth when he sald that the selection 
of a successc: to the late Hon. 


James P, Mabee was not made with- | 


out most serious thought bv tne gov- 
ernment. 

Newspapers, Irrespective of party, 
will do well to pay more than passing 
atteation to what Mr. Graham said. 
They have, it would appear, been the 
chief offenders in attributing political 
motives to the action of the Board in 
different cases. The Herald, for one 
does not believe that any action 
whatever o? the late James Pitt Ma- 
bee was influenced in the very slight- 
est degree by political cons: ‘erations.

Albert Smith Obituary 


The death of Albert Smith last

deeply regretted. It appears the 
yorng fellow was extremely fond of 
mushrooms and was in the habit of 
eating them raw.

He had been working for 
Manager H. Stainsleigh for about 
ten days, and about 1.30 Saturday 
afternoon suggested he wouid round 
up some cattle a short distance 
from the camp, and Mr. Stains- 
leigh told him he could do so. Not 
returning in about an hour and half 
another man was sent off to seek 
him and found him lying on the 
ground beside his horse. He said 
he felt tough and had got off his 
horse. The man at once put him 
in a wagon and took him to the 
camp. He appeared to have con- 
vulsions, and his companions gave 
him water, but he could not drink 
it. They then tried everything 
they knew of as first aid and finally 
sent to Gleichen for Dr. Rose, cov- 
ering the distance of 35 miles in 
less than three hours, but the poor 
fellow passed away at 1.30, before 
the doctor arrived. After taking 
the evidence of some of the men an 
inquest was deemed unnecessary, 
and the remains were brought to 
Gleichen and intered in the ceme- 
tery on Monday. The young fellow 
is said to have come from Henley- 
on-Thames, England, when a child, 
and has an uncle somewhere in 
Saskatchewan, whose address is un- 
known. Several people knew him 
in the States, and he worked for 
months for Foreman H. Tracy, on 
W.R. Trend’s Old Spring Ranch. 
All who knew him describe him as 
a good faithful workman, with no 
bad habits, and was about twenty- 
two years of age. Mr. Tracy says 
that while he did not know much 


about his affairs he knew that not 
long ago he deposited $90 in a bank 
and that he had some real estate in 
Calgary.
